Mr. Justice Powell said that he had read 
the affidavit of Father Sheils, and he would not 
allow Mr. Dickie or anybody else to read seven 
of the paragraphs in that affidavit, nine-tenths 
of which contained groesly scandalous matter, 
He ordered the affidavit to be taken off the file 
of the Court, and Father Sheils would pay the 
costs of that.

Mr. Justice Powell—I am not talking of 
honesty. I am talking of what is grossly 
scandalous, and I will not allow this affidavit to 
remain on the file of my Court. His lordship 
afterwards pointed out the difficulty of having 
the proceedings dealt with in the Northern 
Court, if transferred, having regard to the fact 
that some of the judges there had been counsel 
in this case. 

Father Sheils then contended that his lord- 
ship had power to make the explanation sought 

un the ciréumstances, as the order was 
doubtful, and placed him in an awkward posi- 
tion, because he did not understand what more 
he could do to have the order carried out. He 
had already done more than he was entitled to 
do, by erecting a fence along the river, pre- 
venting cattle from coniing to drink, except at 
a certain point. What was he to do to carry 
out Mr. Justice utp . order which had not 
already been carried ou 

Mr. Justice Powell la that there was no 
doubt about his order. 

Father Sheils said that it was not plain, and 
it was doubtful because it was not plain. He 


did his lordship the credit of saying that he 


ot a doubtful order to deal with in the first 
instance. 

Mr. Justice Powell said that Father Sheils 
could go to the Court of Appeal and have the 
order réctified if it was wrong.

Mr. Justice Powell said that he refused 
Father Sheils's motion with costs, on the ground 
that Order 42, Rule 35 which was relied on, 
did not apply under the circumstances of this 
case.

Father Sheils asked what he was to do. 

Mr. Justice Powell said that he was not going 
to advise him. In the first place, Father Sheils 
would sot take his advice, and, in the second 

lace, it was not for him to give advice to 
litigants. Both would have to pay the costs 
of their motions, but, perhaps, the. best thing 
would be to set off one against the other. 

The suggestion was not adopted by Mr, 
Dickie, and Father Sheile complained of the 
costs incurred througa being obliged to file 
answering affidayits.

NO LONGER FORBIDDEN LAND. 


Sir Charles A. Bell, British Political Officer 
in Sikkim, who has returned to London from 
Tibet, has given an interesting account of the 
conditions in that country. 

Tibet, he said, with its frontier marching 
2,000 miles alongside our own, and with its 
breadth of 500 miles of inhospitable country, 
together with the friendly attitude of the Dalai 
Lama and his people, provides a strong barrier 
to Bolshevist. penetration from Central Asia.

While the country is not open to any comers, 
the Tibetans are prepared to welcome any Eng- 
lishman who carries the recommendation of the 
Indian Government, and especially anyone pre- 
pared to help them in the measure of p 8 
they seek. Owing to the large extent to w ien 
land is held by the monasteries free of vax, and 
to which other land is held by large owners cu 
nominal payments to the State, the ‘evenae of 
the country is not sufficient for ite needs.

The Premier’s Plans. 


While Ireland has been absorbed in the 
dramatic changes of the past few weeks, 
public opinion in Great Britain has been 
greatly exercised in regard to the prospects 
of a general election. Mr. Lloyd George, 
in the sunny atmosphere of the Riviera, 
conceived the idea of an appeal to the 
country next month, and the usual 
ballons d’essai were flown. Now, it appears, 
the plan has been abandoned. When the 
Prime Minister came back from Cannes 
he found the Unionist wing of the Coali- 
tion in almost open revolt. Sir George 
Younger, the chief engineer of the Con- 
servative machine, made no secret of his 
determined opposition to an immediate 
election; and, as soon as Mr, Lloyd 
George discovered the real condition nf 
political affairs, which apparently he mis- 
interpreted at Cannes, he decided to 
postpone his appeal to the electorate. | 
He was very wise. A dozen great. issues 
are awaiting decision. M. Briand's iall 
has left the future of Europe “in the 
air.” Britain is just beginning to shake 
off the industrial lethargy which has been 
paralysing her trade for nearly two years; 
and at last there seem: to be a chance, 
if the Genoa Conference meets with any 
appreciable measure of success, that the 
normal flow of goods and services between | 
the nations of Europe may be restored in:

ings in Dublin. Then a mass of details 
must be sifted before a definite instru- 
ment can be passed into law. Weeks 
must elapse before the work can be com- 
pleted and Mr. Griffith. can oppose the 
solid substance of the Irish Free State to 
the shadowy Republic of Mr. ‘de Valera. 
Mr. Lloyd George cannot afford to dis- 
solve Parliament until the Irish Constitu- 
tion has been signed, sealed, and delivered. 
Furthermore, the Provisional Government 
must be given a chance to make good.“ 
Its task in the most favourable circum- 
stances will be difficult enough; but a 
general election, with its revival of bitter- 
ness, its inevitable incidents, and its 
furious propaganda, would add enormously 
to the obstacles which Mr. Collins and 
his colleagues must surmount. 

When will the general election be held? 
Parliament, in all probability, will meet 
in about a fortnight, and the Prime 
Minister is reported to be anxious for a 
short session. The necessary legislation 
for the establishment of the Free State 
will be introduced without delay and is 
not likely to meet with any serious opposi- 
tion. The year's financial business, how- 
ever, must be wound up, votes of supply 
must be discussed, and the Genoa Con- 
ference is certain to provide plenty of 
food for controversy. Experts are of the 
opinion that the session cannot possibly 
last for less than six or seven weeks, at the 
end of which time the sole topic of public 
interest will be the Budget. For obvious 
reasons, the Prime Minister would prefer 
an election before the’ Budget to an elec- 
tion after it; but, whatever surprises Sir 
Robert Horne may liave in store for the 
taxpayers, the Government will gain 
nothing by premature dissolution. After 
all, the public ought to have some voice in 
political affairs; and nobody outside the 
Cabinet wants a general election. The 
Government has many critics, and juet as 
many faults; but most sensible people re- 
cognise that its recent successes have 
atoned largely for former blunders, and 
they are quite ready to give it a chance to 
complete its work. An election within the 
next three months would result, almost 
certainly, in the return of Mr. Lloyd George 
to power with a substantial majority. 
Why, then, is an election necessary? 
Surely, the Prime Minister can wait until 
the autumn. By that time the Free State, 
we hope will be an accomplished fact; 
Washington and Cannes will have borne 
fruit; and the basis of a saner European 
policy will have been established at 
Genoa.

A Challenge. 


Some days ago the Cork Traminer was 
forced to publish a proclamation against 
the Peace Treaty. Now a similar attack 
on the liberty of the Press is being made 
in Clonmel. The two local newspapers, 
The Nationalist and The Chronicle, are sup- 
porters of the Treaty. They also have been 
required to publish the Republican pro- 
clamation ; but—encouraged, no doubt, by 
Mr. Michael Collins’s comment on the 
case of the (ork Exraminer—they have re- 
fused to publish it. Yesterday the Editor 
of The Nationalist was served with a notice 
that, if he should fail to print the pro- 
clamation in the next issue, his newspaper 
would be suppressed. He communicated 
with Dail Eireann’s Minister of Defence, 
who has replied, “Am taking steps to 
prevent interference with you.” We hope 
that the steps will be taken quickly and 
will be effective. Dai Kireann has en- 
dorsed the Treaty of Peace and the Pro- 
visional Government, consisting of members 
of the Dail, is now promoting the Con- 
stitution of the Irish Free State. The 
threat to the Clonmel newspapers is a 
challenge alike to the authority of Dail 
Kireann and to the authority of the Pro- 
visional Government. Furthermore, it is 
a’ gross invasion of the liberty of the 
citizens of ‘the Free State. The State is 
not Free if Irish newspapers can be 
compelled by illegal force to print matter 
which, in their deliberate judgment, runs 
counter to the public interest or to their 
own interests. This is a larger question 
than is involved in any «differences of 
opinion in the ranks of the Irish Re- 
publican Army. It concerns the very 
principles of government in a country 
which has just accepted the responsibili- 
ties, as well as the privileges, of national 
freedom. There can be no true liberty 
apart from liberty of the Press.

The Parthenon. 


Lovers of the classics and of ancient 
beauty will. bé alarnied to learn that the 
Parthenon is in danger. On this occasion 
the threat does not come from Turkish 
cannon, but from native vandalism. The 
Greek authorities have decided to 
repair the northern, colonnade of the 
Parthenon. The measurements of. the 
original architects were so delicate and 
the touch of the craftsmen so perfect that 
the most trifling act of restoration de- 
mands skill and learning of the rarest 
kind. This fact was recognised in the 
case of former repairs; but“ now, it 
appears, the job is being entrusted to 
“local talent.” , The twentieth century 
trowel will affront the grandeur of tife 
Periclean masterpiece and the gaps in 
Pentelic pillars will be filled with lime- 
stone and cement. We hope that the 
Governments of Europe will protest. The 
blunders of Greece's foreign policy 
are her own affair; but she holds the 
Parthenon in trust for civilisation. 
There are scholars and archpologists 
who have made Attic sculpture and archi- 
tecture the study of their lives. If the 
Parthenon must be repaired, the work 
ought to be supervised by a committee of 
international experts. ‘That is the only 
safe way; for mistakes would be irrepar- 
able. ä

The disease is spreading in the North and 
Midlands, and in some areas all the 
elementary schools have been closed, Ire- 
land seems to be escaping more lightly ;

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PARTHENON'S BEAUTY 


THREATENED BY VANDALS.

The question of the restoration of the north 
colonnade of the Parthenon, which was taken 
in hand some months ago, has, m consequence 
of some comment of the journal Politia, given 
rise to considerable discussion in arch#ological 
circles, , 

The previous repairs of the Parthenon, the 

eion, and the Propylea, which were 
carried out by M. Balanos, head of the con- 
servation department of the Ministry of Public 
Instruction, were, it is generally agreed, a 
success. In their execution M. Balanos very 
wisely sought the advice of the most competent 
British, American, and German authorities. 

This year scaffolding has been erected «2 the 
north eide of the Parthenon, and it is proposed, 
we are told, to proceed as soon as possible with 
the re-erection of the fallen columns and the 
architrave. 

In view of the high interest to which the 
restoration of the Parthenon has given rise, 
Reuter’s Correspondent sought the opinion on 
the subject of the most distinguished arch:e- 
ologists in Athens, and was told, in substance, 
that it is to be hoped that the com tent 
authorities will reconsider their decision before 
matters have gone too far. 

As all the world knows, so delicate and 60 
perfect is the architecture of the Parthenon 
that the most accurate measurements and the 
most careful study are necessary before a single 
block can be re-erected. The hideous appear- 
ance of three columns partially re-erected in 
the ‘thirties gives an idea of what might be 
expected if the present scheme of reconstruc- 
tion were to be pushed forward. 

In the previous repairs to the Parthenon, 
missing blocks of marble were replaced by new 
marble blocks so as to ensure unity of treat- 


ment in appearance. Now, however, one learns 


with dismay that in the proposed re-erection 
of the north colonnade of the Parthenon miss- 
ing blocks of marble are to be replaced by com- 
pound of limestone and cement. That these 
materials will add to the ssthetic beauty of 
the Parthenon appears more than doubtful. 

It is, therefore, to be hoped that the Greek 
authorities will suspend the present operations, 
and take the advice of the most competent 
authorities to be found in the world before any 
irremediable harm is done. It would de a 
thousand pities if in this age of culture epd 
science any repair should be carried out that 
might spoil the beauty of .he Parthenon, which 
is not only the glory of Greece, but une of 
the Wonders of the World. 


DRAUGHTS AND CHESS. 


LACK OF FACILITIES IN 
i DUBLIN. 


A strong reminder that the country is steadily 
returning to the piping times of peace is 
afforded by a cotrespondent signing himself 
** Player.” 

‘Is it not a curious thing,” he asks, “ that, 
in a city as large as Dublin there is only one 
café in which one can play draughts or chess 
after 7 o'clock p.m. Unfortunately the doors 
of the café soon will be closed, and those of 
us who like a quiet game in the evening will be 
deprived of our pleasure. Perhaps some of the 
remaining tea rooms will see their way to 
supply boards and men.” 

If such a letter had been written twelve 
months ago, the writer would be regarded as 
strangely detached from the strain of every- 
day ae Bi tan Those days, happily, have 
passed and the general public evinces a desire 
to 4eturn, as far as possible, to its old haunts 
and customs. For many, of course, conditions 
have changed completely, but the man in the 
street will continue to move along in the same 
old way. 

An example is afforded by the exponents of 
such games as chess and draughts, alluded to 
by yer.“ 

The circle of known chess players is relatively 
small. Chess is a game that requires con- 
centrated thought, 1 recent conditions in Ire- 
land have not favoured it. With order re- 
stored, however, it is natural that interest in 
restful games should be revived. And this 
brings up the chief point in Players ” letter— 
Why is there no chess or draughts in the cafés 
after 7 p.m.? The answer is—because that is 
the hour at which all the leading Dublin cafés 
now close. 

The establishment which he mentions, made 
a feature of catering largely for parties at 
night, and thus could offer the facilities he 
alludes to; but restaurants which ordinarily 
close at 7 p.m. would not find such an arrange- 
ment very renumerative, unless a substantial 
proportion of their customers demanded it. 

Before 1916, most restaurants remained open 
until nd p.m., and one of these, in addition to 
that now about to disappear, provided chess 
and draughtsmen for customers. During Easter 
week, 1916, this particular café was destroyed, 
but players of chess and draughts are still 
catered for by the owners in their present chief 
premises. 

Tables and men are available daily from 11 
a.m. to 7 p.m., and that the boon is appreciated 
is evident from the number of patrons who 
play during the day. 

This café is the chief resort of the Dublin 
Chess Club, the niembers of which go there 
daily, and also meet one night in the week 
until 11 p.m. Apparently then the only plan 
kor Player” to adopt is to join the Dublin 
Chess Club. Otherwise he may travel far before 
he can indulge in a game ot chess pr draughts 
after 7 p.m.

MEMORIAL TO DR. JAMES 
LITTLE. 


A large and distinguished company was pre- 
sent last evening in the Hall of the Royal 
College of Physicians, Kildare street, Dublin, 
when a bronze plaque, erected in the Entrance 
Hall, was unveiled in memory of the late Dr. 
James Little, M.D., ex-President of the College. 

The plaque, which is on the left of the 
entrance to the College Hall, is an admirable 
representation of the late Dr. Little. It is the 
work of Mr. Oliver Sheppard, R.H.A. The 
memorial was presented by the Fellows of the 
College, and bears underneath the years of Dr. 
Little’s birth and death—1837-1916, 

The attendance included Messrs. James and 
Eric Little, sons of the late Dr. Little, and Mrs. 
James Little. 

The President of the College (Sir James 
Craig, M.D.), in opening the proceedings, said 
that for many years Dr. Little was a great 
personality in the social and profgssional life of 
the College, and his removal had left a vacant 
place in their collegiate circle which no Fellow 
was quite capable of filling. 

Letters of apology for non-attendance and 
expressing appreciation of the late Dr. Little 
were rea 
of the Royal College of Physicians, England; 
Sir Clifford Allbutt, Regius Professor of Med 
cine, Cambridge University; Sir Dyce Buck- 
worth, Sir Thomas Barlowe, and Mr. Oliver 
Sheppard. ne 

Dr. Walter G. Smith, M.D., referring to his 
intimate association of fifty years with Dr. 
Little, said that he could never forget his un- 
varying kindness and his fostering help to a 
young aspirant in his faltering footsteps upon 
the uncertain path of private practice. Once 
their friend he remained ever their friend. 

Dr. Smith went on to give a sketch of Dr. 
Little’s successful’ career as a physician, and 
said that he reigned as President of the College 
for two years, and steered its course with un- 
failing dignity, generous hospitality, and con- 
summate tact. During a long, active, and 
happy life he gained the esteem and affection 
of an immense circle of friends and patients. 
His memory would ever be cherished by those 
who knew him. 

In conclusion, Dr. Smith said that on the 
part of the Fellows he asked the College to 
accept and hold in honour the memorial of their 
ex-President, whose ways were ways of 
pleasant ness and all his paths were peace.” 

The Provost of Trinity College spoke of the 
esteem and respect in which Trinity College 
had ever held its Professor of Physic, alluded 
to his charitable and generous disposition, and 
referred to him as a good man as well as a 
great physician. 

The President, on behalf of the College, grate- 
fully accepted the memorial.

THE DERBY INTERVIEW. 


It would be we well, perhaps, if Lord 
Derby were to issue an authentic version 
of the interview which a Paris journalist 
recently had with him. He is reported 
to have said: “Great Britain fine a 
common frontier with France—the Rhine 
and, with -you, she will defend that 
frontier with all the resources at her 
disposal. Lord Derby is not a member 
of the Government, but he has been 
British Ambassador to France, and, 
naturally, his words carry great, weight 
in that country. Under the Treaty 0! 
Versailles the Rhine is not the frontier 
of France, and, though most Frenchmen 
1 doubt not, wish that it were, it is no! 
likely to become so unless Germany 
fuses to carry out her obligations. In 
that case, possibly, Britain would agree 
to France's advance to the Rhine, and 
would support her in making it. But to 
say that she is ready to do so now is mis- 
leading and mischievous. Lord Derby was 
evidently misunderstood by his inter- 
locutor. 

It now seems certain that all idea of 2 
general election next month has been 
abandoned and that the Government will, 
at least, pass the Irish Bills, and possibly 
introduce the Budget, before making an 
appeal to the country. One reason ad 
vanced against a general election in 
February on behalf of London is that the 
forthcoming London County Council elec 
tion on March 2nd will occupy the atten- 
tion of the electors to the exclusion o! 
Imperial politics. This Council election 
will be a very severe contest ; for Labour 
intends to make a very big effort to secure 
control of the Council, and, as a result of 
an arrangement with the Communists, all 
fhe seats will be contested. The moderate 
party ought to be hard at work if it wishes 
to maintain its control. 


UNIONIST POLICY. 


The Unionists’ meeting at the Carlton 
Club this morning was attended by about 
eighty members of what is known as the 
forward group. A resolution was agreed 
to calling for the redemption of the 

romise that the House of Fords should 
be reformed and that there should be no 
election until large economies had been 
effected in the public services. The feeling 
of the meeting was said to be unanimously 
opposed to a general election at the present 
time, and the resolution put to the gather. 
ing was carried by seventy-three votes to 
one. 

The attendance at the Carlton meeting 
does not appear to have included many 
leading Conservatives. Not too much 
weight, therefore, will be attached to their 
resolutions. In insisting upon the need for 
economy they are expressing the opinion 
of everyone who pays taxes, and, so far 
as the Prime Minister is concerned, are 
preaching to the converted. It is other- 
wise with the reform of the House of 
Lords. If that means restoring to the 
Second Chamber anything like the powers 
which were taken from it by the Parlia- 
ment Act, it may be constitutionally de- 
sirable, but will certainly not cut much 
ice with the popular electorate. Mr. Llovd 
George will, I imagine, have no difficulty 
in convineing most of his colleagues that 
it would be better to postpone this ques 
tion until after the general election. 

The King and Queen, if all goes well, 
hope to spend a few days after Easter at 
Aldershot, where they will stay at tho 
Royal Pavilion. Until the past few years 
this visit was an annual one on the part 
of the King, who likes to watch the actual 
training of the troops. With the evacus 
tion of Ireland approaching completion at 
that time, there will be a considera! le 
number of troops at Aldershot The 
Royal Pavilion is rather a quaint little 
building, situated among a group of pine 
trees on high ground, and for many vearr 
past it has badly needed renovation and 
almost complete reconstruction. - 


COST OF BIG HOUSES. 


The upkeep of big mansions is troubling 
members of the Royal Family just as much 
as other people, and it seems likely that 
the King wil soon have a number of 
houses on his hands for disposal. The 
White Lodge in Richmond Park may be 
given up by its present occupants, it is 
suggested, and offered to the Prince of 
Wales. Princess Christian has now in- 
timated to the King that she is anxious to 
give up Cumberland Lodge, in Windsor 
Great, Park, a place she has occupied since 
her marriage. Frogmére House is also 
vacant, though it is quite likely that the 
Prince of Wales may take it over rather 
than the White Lodge. Cumberland 
Lodge is such a great house that “it is 
likely to become a white elephant, for it 
needs a big income to keep it going 

London since the war began has 
one of the dullest cities possib! 
imagine, There was a time a i wal 
through the streets of the West bud in 
the evening was à succession of bright and 
cheerful scenes, with plenty of licht- 
hearted people and abundance of light 
Now the Strand is simply a gloomy 
thoroughfare, with a patch of light here 
and there, and deserted pavements after 
eight o'clock, This gloominess comes as 
a very great surprise to visitors, and con- 
sequently it is not surprising that a 
Brighter London Society has been formed. 
London is to be beautitied, unnecessary 
restrictions overcome, and the resources of 
the theatres, hotels, restaurants, and 
shops increased, so that London may once 
again become a little gay and bright. It 
is now recognised that many foreign 
visitors come no further than Paris when 
making a tour, while from the United 
States thousands of would-be visitors go 
directly to Paris nowadays, leaving Lon- 
don out altogether. These visitors are 
judging from N given to them by 
others, that London is a city of dulness 
and gloom, and they are content to leave 
it alone.

POSITION OF ITS 


MEMBERS. 


(BY OUR POLITICAL C24RESPONDENT.) 

It was reported in Dublin yesterday that, in 
view of the change of Government in Ireland 
and the taking over of all publio services by the 
+ Provisional Government, at least one member 
of the Irish Judiciary had,resigned. As the 
result of inquiries made last’ night in quarters 
which would be likely to know, it was ascer- 
tained that no such resignation had taken 
place or was likely to take place. 

The impression is, as an Irish Times’ repre- 
sentative was informed, that all the judges, as 
well as the various staffs, will remain m office 
until such time as the policy of the Provisional 
Government regarding the Judiciary has been 
disclosed. The position of the judges and the 
various officers of the High Courts, as well as 
of the other administrators of the law, is pretty 
clearly defined in the terms of the Peace Agree- 
ment. 

According to Clause 10 of the Agreement: 
“The Government of the Irish Free State 
agrees to pay fair compensation on terms not 
less favourable than those accorded by the Act 
of. 1920 to judges, officials, members of police 
forces, and other public servants who are dis- 
charged by it, or who retire in consequence of 
the change of Government effected in pursuance 
hereof.” 

If, therefore, they retire, or if changes are 
considered necessary, these public servants will, 
at all events, be no worse off than they would 
have been if the Government of Ireland Act of 
1920 had become operative.

PRIME MINISTER'S COMING 
SPEECH. 


The Cabinet meeting to-day will consider, 
among other things, the dissolution question, 
but so far as deciding against a February 
election is concerned, it is already determined. 

The fact that there is to be no immediate 
dissolution robbed the meeting of the Unionist 
Reconstruction Committee yesterday of some 
of its importance. This meeting, which was 
attended by only 74 members, was unanimous 
against a General Election, the single dis- 
sentient to the resolution basing his dissent on 
other grounds. . The insistence of the Recon- 
struction Committee, as well as of the 
Metropolitan Unionists, on the reform of the 
House of Lords before dissolution is regarded 
enerally as ominous. On this question the 
‘abinet is sharply divided. 

Mr. Lloyd George on Saturday has to satisfy 
his Coalition Liberal followers, who are 
apprehensive of being absorbed in the Unionist 
Party, just as the Liberal Unionists of the 
eighties were absorbed in the Unionist Party. 
The Coalition Liberals are alarmed about Pro- 
tectionist tendencies and the House of Lords 
reform, and Mr. Lloyd George has somehow to 
satisfy them, while maintaining his hold on the 
Unionist majority. His Unionist following is 
in e main certain that the speech will incline 


to the right rather than to the left; but the 


diehards do not hesitate to express their 
view that, sooner or later, he will “ dodge” 
House of Lords reform. 

Very great interest, therefore, is developing 
with regard to Saturday’s speech. The one 
thing agreed is that Mr. Lloyd George will 
show the necessity of the Irish Bill being 
passed by the present Parliament.

CHARGES AGAINST FORMEB 


COMPANION. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 


The police to-day arrested at Bordeaux, as 
she was landing from the liner Lutetia, a young 
woman named Adela Dasso, a native of Buenos 
Ayres, 28 years of age, on a charge laid by a 
wealthy American named Jackson, living in 
Paris, who alleges that she robbed him some 
months ago of jewels to the value of £40,000. 

According to Mr. Jackson, he and Mdlle. 
Dasso had been living together, but she left 
him and went to Monte Video. They had a 
joint safe with a big credit establishment, in 
which he kept jewels of great value. Before 
her departure Mdlle. Dasso went to this estab- 
lishment, opened the safe, and took out not 
only her own jewels, but also his. 

She then, he alleges, put the cypher combina- 
tion of the lock out of order in such a way 
that when he went to open the safe he was 


unable to do sc, and had to send for a special | 


locksmith. He then found that his jewels had 
gone, and gave information to the judicial 
authorities, alleging that his former companion 
had taken away a pearl necklace., ear-rings, 
a platinum and diamond cross, and various 
smaller pieces of jewellery. 

Mdlle. Dasso, on the other hand, alleges that 
Mr. Jackson gave her the jewels, and, in su 
port of her assertion, points to the fact that 
she has never done anything to conceal her 
whereabouts or identity, either when going to 
America or when returning to France, having 
travelled quite openly. 

When arrested. she had the bulk of the 
jewellery, about £32,000 worth, in her posses- 
sion. 

She will be brought to Paris forthwith, and 
an examining magistrate will at once endeavour 
to »scertain which of the two stories is correct.

BELFAST ANTICIPATING TRADE’S

On the question of standardisation of the 
currency, the Chairman said that the Council 
of the Association had sent & letter to the 
Prime Minister stating that the only 
currency which this country could hope to 
stabilise was that of the United Kingdom, 
which should be gradually brought back to a 
gold basis.

RARE BLOOMS AT LONDON SHOW.

There is grave reason to fear that even at this 
critical juncture in the national fortunes the 
Government and the general community do not 
realise that the welfare of almost every class 
in the country is dependent on the prosperity of 
ite commerce and industry.

In his spenmg speech he sug- 
gested that possibly Russia had goue so far that 
the only way tor her to recover was to start 
again as an agricuitural country. Meanwhile, 
the pressure ot internal taxation and the heavy 
burden of rating~ are gravely affecting the 
capacity of Briush trade to bring about us own 
restoration, and the Government dare not con- 
tinue to ignore the serious remonstrances which 
business men—financiers, manutacturers, and 
merchants altke—are unanimous in offering.

PRIME MINISTER’S

The Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
Times writes Ministers dare not go to the 
country now, with their followers in hupel2ss 
disorganisation, and scarcely dare they meet 
Parliament, not knowing whether their fate in 
the House of Commons will be any happier than 
in the country at the head of divided forces.

The real cause of the 
strength of Stock markets, the flood of new 
issues, and the rise in fixed bearing stocks is 
the depression in trade. Lack of demand for 
money for trading purposes has been reflected 
in a gradual lowering of money rates. Hence 
the ability of the British Government to resume 
the issue of a 5 per cent. security. | 

The really urgent problem which lies before 
the country is the revival of its trade and com- 
merce. The business world would prefer active 
trade and a dull Stock market to poor trade 
and rising securities.

AN EXCHANGE OF

Telegrams confirming, on behalf of their 
Governments, the Anglo-French Premiers’ 
personal assurances that the two countries 
would work together in the interests of 
European peace, have been exchanged by 
M. Poincaré and Mr. Lloyd George. 

M. Poircaré speaks of the value of 
mutual confidence in approaching the 
various questions which the Allies must 
settle in the interests of both countries, 
and of Europe as a whole; while Ir. 
Lloyd George assures the French Govern- 
ment of Great Britain's earnest desire to 
relieve France of any anxiety on the score 
of German aggression and of its intention 
to work for the payment of reparations. 

Steps are being taken to convene the 
Economic Conference at Genoa on March 
8. Our London Correspondent suggests 
that, if representatives are sent from all 
the 45 countries which have been invited 
to participate, the Conference will be too 
unwieldy to achieve practical results.

PREMIERS’ ASSURANCES. 

M. Poincaré, the French Premier, has ad- 
dressed the following telegram to Mr. Lloyd 
George: — 

I wish to renew to you, in the name of the 
French Government, the asstrances ,that I gave 
spontaneously -and privately in our friendly 
conversation of Saturday. 

France is eager to resume in the most 
cordial spirit the examination of the various 
questions which are pending to-day between 
England and herself. Í cherish the resolute 
hope that we shall succeed by mutual confidence 
in solving them in the best interests of both 
countries. 

“The French Government, as the faithful 
interpreter of the wishes of Parliament and the 
nation, 1s convinced that two peoples who have 
been so closely united on the field of battle for 
the defence of the same cause, will be able to 
assure, by a common accord in the maintenance 
of European peace, the execution of tho 
Treaties which they have signed, and repara- 
tion for the damage caused by invasion.”’ 

Mr. Lloyd George replied as follows 

“My colleagues and I have received wit 
rreat satisfaction your cordial reaffirmation, on 
behalf of the new French Government, of the 
assurances which we exchanged privately last 
Saturday. 

Hie Majesty's Government have recently 
outlined in published documents the p „liey of 
close co-operation which thev desire to maintain 
with France, so that any ‘“vetition of their 
views would be superfluous. ovuffice it to say 


that we regard the safety of French soil against 


German aggression, the payment of reparation 
to France for her devastated area, and the 
steady mamtenauce of the provisions of the 
Treaty of Versailles, as the common interests 
of the French and British peoples, which they 
must stand together to secure 

„We desire only, as we ure glad to note you 
also desire, so to settle outstanding problems 
that nothing may impair the completeness of 
the entente between your people and ours, and 
thus to carry the comradeship of war into the 
higher task of bringing the European peoples 
together in a just and abiding pact of peace.
